The  Russian 
chess  player  and  world  champion, 
Anatoly  Karpov,  visited  the  school  and 
challenged  some  of  our  young  players 
to  short  matches.  The  students  had  a 
chance  to  meet  Mr.  Karpov,  get  an 
autograph,  and  learn  a  few  helpful  tips 
from  the  former  International 
Grandmaster. 

Mr.  Karpov  began  playing  chess 
when  he  was  six  years  old  and  became 
the  youngest  player  ever  awarded  the 
title  of  Soviet  Master  at  the  age  of  15. 
He  became  International  Grandmaster 
in  1970,  and  World  Champion  in 
1974  after  defending  World 
Champion,  Bobby  Fischer,  refused  to 
play  him.

When    it    came 
time  to  do  a  unit 
on    collage   with 
my    Grade     6 
students,  Picasso 
immediately 
came  to  mind. 
Although  he 
and  Braque 
worked 
together     on 
creating    collages, 
eventually  they  started 
doing  paintings   that  only 
appeared  to  be  collages.  One  such 
painting  by  Picasso  is  Three  Musicians. 

The  painting  is  a  lively  combination 
of   geometric    shapes    and    severa 


overlapping  points  of  view.  It  is  typical  of  cubist  style, 
representing  the  idea  of  the  musicians,  rather  than  any  one 
view  of  them.  The  three  figures  are  made  up  of  angular, 
geometric  shapes.  They  appear  flat,  with  little 
modeling  or  sense  of  space. 

Because  of  its  wonderful  sense  of 

movement,  Three  Musicians  seemed  to  be 

the  perfect  inspiration  for  the  Grade  6 

students'  collages.  After  laying  down 

colourful  backgrounds,  the  boys  set  to 

work  creating  their  own  cubist  works. 

The  idea  was  not  to  reproduce  exactly 

what  they  saw,  but  to  make  their  own 

personal  versions  of  a  famous  work 

of  art. 

Both    the    boys    and    I    were 

enthusiastic    about    the    varied, 

imaginative  collages  being  produced.  No 

two  collages  are  alike,  yet  each  is  a  cubist 

masterpiece.
